Wilkins-Hale Fails to Open 
Doors; $245,000 Official 
Money Is Secured.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Mar. 8.—The 
W ilkin-Hale State Bank, the only 
state bank in Oklahoma City, was 
temporarily closed to business to­ 
day. A notice on the door said the 
bank was in the hands of the state 
bank commissioner 
for 
re-organ­ 
ization. 
Work of re-organizing was be­ 
gun at once by the state banking 
department upon receipt of a not­ 
ice from officers of the state bank 
that it was closed, 
according 
to 
Roy Walcott, acting state bank com­ 
missioners. He* said no other hank 
in the city was affected. 
Two hundred thousand dollars of 
state funds were deposited in the 
bank, according to A. N. Leecraft, 
state treasurer, but they were amply 
secured, he added. 
A formal statement given out by 
Wolcott for the state and 
bank 
officials said: 
“Efforts to re-organize the bank 
will be made at once, Raymond 
T. King, H. C. Carpenter, deputy 
state bank examiners, shortly^ after 
9 o’clock began an audit of the 
bank’s affairs. 
“ Rumors concerning the bank’s 
condition started a slow but steady 
run on the bank which was extended 
over the last three weeks resulting 
in the necessity of closing the doors. 
The bank had thought to national­ 
ize but failing in this it was unable 
10 withstand the strain. First ap­ 
plication for national charter was 
made last November. 
State Funds Secured. 
“All state, city and county funds, 
aggregating $245,000 are secured 
by Liberty Bonds. We hope to be 
able to re-organize the bank but 
should we fail we are confident that 
the depositors will get their money 
as a result of liquidation proceed­ 
ings.*' 
That help had been tendered the 
bank last Saturday by the Oklahoma 
Clearing House association but de­ 
clined was the announcement made 
by an W. Bogan, president of the 
association, this morning. The state­ 
ment, passed by the association, de­ 
clared that the closing of thfc 
Wilkin-Hale bank “does not inany 
way effect any other institution in 
the city, and it is paradoxical that 
it should occur when the condition 
of the statements of all the other 
clearing house banks 
shows 
the 
strongest reserve in the history of 
the strongest reserve in the history 
of the institution.” 
The statement added 
that the 
embarassment of the Wilkins-Hale 
bank was an “isolated case not 
related to present conditions.”

PIONEER MAKER 
1 OF VALENTINES 
-HONORED YEARLY 


(By At Associated Presa} 
CHICAGO, Mar. 8.-—A curious col­ 
lection of old valentines which the 
Arts Club exhibited here recently 
recalls the story of a woman whom 
the students of Jct. Holyoke college 
toast every year on February 14. 
She was Miss Esther Howland, who 
made the first American valentines 
in which printed verse was used. 
Her work is liberally represented 
in the collection, which is that of 
Mrs. Emma B. Hodge, and which 
was loaned to the Arts Club for the 
purposes of the exhibit by the Art 
Institute of Chicago. 
Miss 
Howland 
was 
graduated 
from Mr. Holyoke in 1847, when 
higher education for women was an 
innovation. 
Valentines 
were 
first 
made in England, and England had 
a monopoly of their manufacture for 
many years. In fact, a valentine 
from England, the first which she 
had seen, 'gave Miss Howland the 
idea upon 
which 
she 
based 
her 
work. It was two years after her 
graduation when she was at her 
home in Worcester, Mass. Tile Eng­ 
lish valentine, which 
is 
in 
Mrs. 
Hodge’s collection, has an elaborate 
border of lace paix- with f i o \ \ ^ 
pasted upon it. A tiny note reposed 
in a small pocket in ti/’ center. Miss 
Howland's father, who was a sta­ 
tioner, 
imported 
a 
few 
of 
these 
valentines and his daughter thought 
she could improve them. She made 
some from lace paper, colored paper 
and paper flowers, and persuaded 
her brother, who traveled for her 
father, to take them with him as 
samples. He returned to bewilder 
her with orders amounting to $5,000. 
Miss Howland enlisted the aid of 
her friends to fill these orders. The 
following year she had to double 
her working force. Soon she found 
herself with a valentine factory on 
her hands, and was importing mat­ 
erials from Germany. She made fur­ 
ther innovations, including the use 
of silk. She originated the idea of 
embossing 
lithograph 
ornaments 
which was utilized by a firm in 
Germany. Meanwhile the American 
or Worcester Valentine became fa­ 
mous, and in a few years Miss How­ 
land was sending out goods worth 
$100,000.

Lansing-dshii 
agreement,*’ the president declared, 
in ^ letter to the senate, “has no 
hidden effect whatever, either with 
respect to the past or to the future 
which is in any sense in contrast

The president added that the four- 
power treaty “does not refer to 
China and hence does not directly 
bear upon the Lansing-Ishii notes, 
which relate exclusively to China,” 
and said that the four-power treaty 
in his opinion “was an exact part 
of the plan to create conditions in 
the fa* e|.st at once Vvorable to 
the policies we have long advocated 
and to an enduring peace.” 
“The negotiations of this treaty,

A detailed, though summarized, 
explanation of the 'Soldier ‘‘'bonus’* 
or adjusted compensation bill now 
before congress is contained in a 
special* communication from Lemuel 
Bolles, national adjutant of the Am­ 
erican Legion, to Gilbert F. Polly, 
commander of Norman Howard post 
of the veterans’ organization. 
The bill, according to Adjutant 
Bolles, is grossly misunderstood by 
the public. Following is his ex­ 
planation of its terms: 
The adjusted compensation bill, 
that has been before congress since 
March 1920, offers five choices to 
the veteran of the* World War: 
1. Adjusted pay, at the rate of $1 
for every day of home service and 
$1.25 for every day of foreign ser­ 
vice. Maximum payment, $500 for 
home service and $625 for overseas 
service. Payment to be made for 
service in excess of sixty days. 
2. Adjusted service certificate in 
the form of a paid-up 20-year en­ 
dowment'policy,to the value of 3.38 
times the amount (hat would be re­ 
ceived in cash. The face value of 
the policy would be paid to the 
veteran at the end of 20 years, or, 
if he dies in the interval, to his 
beneficiary. Loan values are pr$- 
vided. 
3. Vocational training aid of $1.25 
a day while taking an educational 
course. The amount thus paid is 
not to exceed 140 percent of the 
amount due in cash. 
4. Farm or home aid, to the 
extent of 140 percent the amount 
due in cash. 
5. Land settlement. 
Any Veteran Eligible. 
Any man or woman who served 
in the armed forces \>f the United 
States at any time between the 
dates of April 6, 1917 and Novem­ 
ber l l , 1918, is eligible for com­ 
pensation. 
This bill was introduced into the 
House of Representatives by Joseph 
W. Fordney of Michigan, and into 
the Senate by Senator Porter J. 
McCumber of North Dakota.

cent of the cash $350, toward pur­ 
chase of an approved farm or city 
or suburban -home.

If the veteran desires to aid in 
settlfhg undeveloped lands, the fifth 
option of the bill will enable him to 
do so. Provision is made for the 
establishment of reclamation projects 
for the development and improve­ 
ment of vacant land. This may be 
government land or land purchased 
by the government. So far as pos­ 
sible, these projects will be located 
in state, the state paying part of 
the purchase price of private lands 
bought for this purpose. Ex-service 
men are to be employed on the 
projects when they are ready for 
settlement, the sale price to include 
the purchase price of the land, plus 
the cost of Improvements. The terms 
will be part- down and the balance 
in 40- years at five percent-interest. 
The veteran can apply his adjusted 
service pay as first payment on a 
farm in such a "project.

The aim 
of the Legion conferees was to make 
the bill broad enough to give every 
man the kind of compensation he 
coula use; also to stress other op­ 
tions besides cash, so that the pay­ 
ment of compensation might be as 
productive as possible for benefit 
of the country at large. 
Th& cash feature w a > provided 
for the benefit of men who would 
be unable to avail themselves of any 
of the other four features. Oppon­ 
ents of the bill have concentrated 
attack on this feature, forgetting the 
other four options. But the Legion 
men who presented the bill to Con­ 
gress and members of that body who 
heard them, were convinced of the 
unfairness of refusing any compen­ 
sation to a man simply because he 
was unable to avail himself of one 
of the four more productive options. 
Insurance Feature Good. 
The insurance feature of the bill 
originated in the Senate and is con­ 
sidered by many to be the most 
valuable and most likely to appeal 
to the average veteran. Any man 
who is not actually in want will 
make every effort to avail himself 
of this offer. If he served IOO days 
in this country and 200 days in 
France, his cash compensation would 
be $350. But he could waive cash 
and get an endowment policy of 
a value of $1,183. 
Home than a hundred thousand 
disabled men have availed themselves 
of the vocation training offered by 
the 
government, 
seeing 
in it a 
chance to better their condition in 
life. The educational feature of the 
compensation bill is expected to ap­ 
peal to thousands of veterans who 
are not physically disabled. They 
will be given tuition at accredited 
schools and will be paid $1.25 a day 
while studying, until they have re­ 
ceived 140 percent of_the amount 
due them in cash. The man who had 
$350 coming to him in cash could 
go to school for 392 days, being 
paid $1.25 a day during that period.

proposed in the house. 
It has been suggested that the 
bill, as a federal measure, • inter­ 
feres with state rights. Bu* condi­ 
tions of late years have indicated 
that states in aH parts of the union 
have failed to punish lynching with 
sufficient thoroughness tQ vlead to 
its final suppression: Expert* ice has 
proved that federal law is often 
more respected and more effective 
than state lawn, and the fact that 
the measure / would be uniformly 
applicable 
throughout the nation 
would make evasion of punishment 
more* difficult through such subter­ 
fuges as crossing boundary linen. 
Moreover, it should be remember­ 
ed that all lynchings affect the rep­ 
utation abroad of the United States 
as a whole.
